As he 
stepped to the ground, the weapon fell

EX-GRAND VIZIER RETURNS. 


He Is Accorded an Audience With 
the Shah. 

Teheran, April 26.—Mirzia Ali As- 
ghar Khan Amin Es Sultan, the ex- 
grand vizier, who for several years 
has been living in exile in Europe, 
and whom the shah recently summon- 
ed to Teheran, arrived today.

Navies of World Sent Steel- 
Clad Fighting Craft 


FINE SHOWING OF UNCLE SAM

Norfolk, Va., March 26.—The deep- 
throated gung of five great nations today 
voiced a salute in unison to the Ameri- 
can flag and to the president of the 
United States. The reverberating cannon 
boomed, thundering and echoing over the 
waters of far-famed Hampton Roads, 
where, nearly half a century ago, the 
Monitor and the Merrimac made memor- 
able conflict which brought into being 
the armored craft of war. 

From the “‘Yankee Cheese-box Set Upon 
a Raft” and the rectangular mass of iron 
which carried the confederate flag in 
to the modern fighting machines 
typified by the flower of the American 
navy gathered in holiday assemblage to- 
day, is a far cry. Yet many of those 
who stood on the shore and witnessed 
the naval pageant in the roadstead viv- 
idly recalled the historic time when the 
wind-rippled waters which formed the 
setting of this greatest internationa] ren- 
dezvoug of war vessels of recent years 
were splashing with the shot and shell 
of the first great naval battle of steel- 
clad ships 

President Roosevelt, from- the bridgé 
of the trim little yacht cruiser May- 
flower, whose decks were the meeting 
place of the peace plenipotentiaries of 
Russia and Japan less than two years 
ago reviewed the great assemblage of 
flag-draped fighters gathered from the 
corners of the world to make a notable 
opening day of the Jamestown ter-cen- 
tennial exposition, commemorating the 
300th anniversary of the first English 
settlement in America. 

President Is 
Steaming down the 
dark-hulled foreigners, 
greeted by each vessel 
salute of twenty-one guns. The May- 
flower then turned down the of 
American battleships and cruisers and 
again the roar of saluting cannon swept 
across the waters. The new American 
navy was in its infancy fourteen years 
ago when the brilliant international 
rendenzvous of 1895 was held in Hamp- 
ton Roads. the magnificent At- 
lantic fleet, under command of Rear Ad- 
miral Robley D. Evans, presented a pic- 
ture of impressive fighting strength not- 
able in the naval annals of the world. 

The foreign vessels were given the po- 
sitions of honor in a line gtretching near- 
est and paraliel the shore of opposite 
ground. Frowning and -formidable in 
their dark colorings, with funnels as 
black ag the smoke which poured from 
their tops, the squadrons sent by Great 
Brittain, by Austria, by Germany 
7 the Argentine Republic, loomed

tions of the world. The ambassadors 
and ministers of all these nations were 
glso among these who gazed upon the 
beautiful naval show. 
Many Foreign Diplomats. 

The foreign diplomatists and officers 
were on board the steamer Newport 
News, which brought them down from 
Washington last night, and which was 
given a position of vantage over the 
hundreds of the excursion steamers and 
Pleasure craft of every imaginable de- 
scription which formed a frame about 
the enchorage ground of the assembled 
fleets. None of the excursion or pleas- 
ure craft were allowed to cruise be- 
tween the war vessels and the shore, 
thus ensuring those on the exposition 
f@rounds an unobstructed view of the 
impressive ceremonies pictured a]most 
as in miniature, several thousands of 
yards away in the blue water of the 
roadstead. 

Back of the first line of foreign ves- 
sels was ranged the mightiest columns 
of American battleships the history of 
the nation has ever known. Stretch- 
ing away in a curving line up the broad 
channel way from the government pier 
off Old Point Comfort, sixteen mighty 
fortresses of the sea, wide hulled, squat 
and heavy, the backbone of the Ameri- 
can navy, fittingly formed the center of 
the fleet arranged for the day’s review. 
In a third Hne—and all but hidden from 
the shore by the bulk of the heavy 
battleships were the cruisers and specter- 
like tonpedo craft attacheg to the Amer- 
ican squadron. Clustered far in shore, 
toward the exposition water front were 
the seve’‘al naval vessels which have 
been assigned as station satps, and will 
remain here unt!) the close of ine fatr, 
the last of November. , 

There were thirty-eight American 
ships in today’s review. The foreign 
ships numbered twelve, typical modern 
fighting craft, and furnished a pictur- 
esque and striking contrast ag between 
the foreign ‘built cruiser and the prod- 
ucts of the American ship and navy 
yards. 

All of the vessels 
fleets were ‘dressed’ in the fluttering 
flags of the nations, and the -iilliant 
hueg pénnants and bits of bunting which 
form the international signal code. /ur- 
ing the salutes to the president the 
white puffs of powder smoke, floated 
away like tiny ‘flecks of summer clouds 
amid the fluttering flags of the deco- 
rated ships, the effect being one of un- 
expected beauty. 

England’s Fine Display.

As representatives of the greatest na- 
val power of the world, the British 
cruiser squadron, commanded by <Ad- 
miral Sir George Neville, and consist- 
ing of the armored cruisers Good Hope, 
Argyll, Hampshire and Roxburgh, at- 
tracted a large share of attention. The 
Good Hope, a vessel with the strength 
and striking power of a battleship, com- 
bined with a speed of 23 knots and of 
horsepower a score of thousands, serves 
as Admiral Neville’s flagship. Her ton- 
nage, 14,100, is equal to that of more 
than one-half of the American ships, 
but is not so great as that of the new 
type of the American armored cruiser 
represented by the Washington and Ten- 
nessee in today’s fleet, each registering 
14.500 tons, The Good Hope, together 
with the German imperial flagship 
Roon, an armored cruiser lighter than 
the British ‘boats, but buflt much along 
the same lines, four funnels and two 
military masts marking features of simi- 
larity, were assigned berths to the right 
and the Connecticut, the big !6,000 ton 
battleship, to which Rear Admiral 
Evans recentiy transferred his flag of 
command. These three flagships formed 
a triangle where the Mayflower, at the 
end of the review, dropped anchor. The 
Roon has on board Commodore Carl 
Von Hoff, commanding the German 
south Atlantic squadron. Captain Von 
Rebour Paswith, adjutant of Emperor 
William, was also aboard as special 
representative of the emperor. The Aus- 
trian flagship Sankt Georg, is 2,000 tons 
lighter than the Roon. Dark of hull and 
funnels, she and most of the other for- 
eigners might have been considered to- 
day as one fleet, but for the variance of 
the flags at truck and stern. The vast 
assemblage of ships seemed to be di- 
vided only in two classes, the immacu- 
late white of the American vessels being 
in opposition to the murky, gloomy 
darkness of the visitors from across the 
seas. In the American fleet was repre- 
sented almost every type of vessel known 
to the navy of the country. The stalwart 
16,000-tonners, the Connecticut, Louts-

Heavy coats of black 
paint do not altogether hide the anti- 
quated ‘ship which will remain a perma- 
nent feature of the exposition. 


The trim Mayflower, bearing the prest- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt, Secretary Loeb 
and a few invited guests, approaching 
from the eastward, arrived at the head 
of the column of war vessels this morn- 
ing about an hour before the usual cail 
for quarters sounded aboard a man of 
war. As the Mayflower approached with 
rainbow flags aflutter, the American 
flagship boomed out the first guns of 
the presidential salute. In a flash the 
other American ships and the foreign 
vessels had manned their cannon and a 
roar of twenty-one guns fired from each 
vessel of the fleet sounded almost simul- 
taneously.

Religious and Civil Freedom. 


“If the desire for religious freedom 
was one of the impelling motives whic 


brought our fathers here, it is no less 


| 


true that civil liberty came as its han1- 
maid. Indeed, the two principles are so 
interdependent that they may be assigned 
to the same origin. For, if religious 
freedom brooks no barrier between con- 
science and its Maer, so, civil liberry 
would remove all barriers to self-use, be- 
tween the individual and government 
which may be necessary for the prope: 
development of self, as a member of 
society. 

“Civil liberty ts the liberty which oe 
possesses as a member of society, as 
distinguished from the liberty of isola- 
tion; the one is limited, the other un- 
limited.

“Liberty is the exclusive right of each 
man to self-use; social or civil liberty, 
the exclusive right of man to the self- 
uge of all his powers, consistent with the 
same right jin others.

“It is interesting to note the fact, with- 
out enlarging this discussion, that our 
fathers recognized these distinctions, 
wrote them in the organic constitutions 
o¢ the country, lived in accordance with 
them, were ready to fight for them, 
and die for their maintenance. 

In addition to the above, Mr. Tucker 
went at length into a discussion in- 
tended to outline and explain what 
freedom the American settlers had in 
mind, and what freedom was enjoyed 
by all classes of American citizens—@ 
freedom which he deemed worthy of 


the following eulogy: 

“It may be fairly claimed that in 
the several states of the union and in 
the federal government, there has been 
attained not only the most advanced 
development of civil liberty, but its 
security is more perfect than that of 
any government’ on the globe.” 

A Brilliant Conclusion. 

Mr. Tucker's closing words were very 
Jeloquent. and he crowned all he had 
said in the following striking words: 

“But, Mr. President, these are but as 
‘a sounding brass and tinkling cymbal’ 
unless the spirttual, the idealistic, the 
patriotic sentiments of our people are 
stimulated and cherished. It has been 
your proud privilege to do much to 
turn the public mind toward high 
ideals, and we humbly trust thar it 
may yet be your privilege to do much 
more for the cause of civil liberty. 
You have boldly challenged to battle 


those who, in your judgment, would 
‘curtail this ancient principle; the out- 
| come cannot be in doubt; an iron 
nerve, a dauntless courage-—-with 
which you are happily possessed—will 
be your support throughout the con- 
|flict. It was in the darkest days of 
| Our revolutionary period, when the 
cause of liberty seemed ‘doomed, that 
}- ; wer ts 
| Washingtan, Virginia's great son, de- 
clared: ‘Leave me but a banner to 
plant upon the mountains of West Au- 
gusta, and [I will rally areund me the 
men who will raise our bleeding coun- 
try from the dust and set her free’ 
The descendants of these men still 
abide on Virginia soll; you know the 
mettle of their pastures. As the suc- 
cessor of Washington, in your great 
office, if you feel that the cause of 
civil liberty today is endangered by 
domestic instead of foreign foes, let 
me invite you, standing on the sacred 
soil of Virginia, to which liberty is an 
Mmdigenous plant and patriotism an 
evergreen, to plant the banner of lib- 
erty once again in the mountains of 
West Augusta, a country enriched with 
the best blood of Americans, north and 
south, and there rally around you her 
sons, whose men of might today are 
worthy of their sires, and with them 
rasie your ‘bleeding country once again 
from the dust and set her free.’ 
“America can have no higher mission 
among the nations of the world than 
in the simple working out in their 
perfection of the great principles for 
which J] plead this day: principles 
which received their first baptism in 
the waters of the James, and their last 
in the blood of patriots from every 
state in the union. oe 

““My heart's desire and prayer to 
God is that when these gates, which 
we this day open, shall he closed in 
November next, and the fleets of the 
world which gracefully ride these 
waters, shall have turned their prows 
homeward, that all the nations of the 
earth here represented, with mutual 
respect and admiration increased and 
strengthened by their friendly inter- 
course, may be cemented by the ties 
of an everlasting friendship that shall 
encircle the earth in one continuous 
band of anfity and peace: and that 
those of our own people who have 
gathered here from every part of these 
United States, for the purpose of kin- 
dling anew the fires of liberty in their 
hearts from these ancient altars, eg 
with open hearts to renew the friend 
ships of olden days, may with one 
heart and one. voice joyfully unite in 
the aspiration of Massachusetts‘ great 
orator:

CZAR TO RECEIVE 
PEASANTS TODAY 


They May Want Emperor 
te Dissolve Parlia- 
ment, 


St. Petersburg, April 26.—Emperor 
Nicholas did not receive the twenty-two 
peasant deputies as anticipated, but will 
do so tomorrow, when the deputies who 


belong to the right party and the mod- 
erates will express their desire to work 
in harmony with the emyeror and their 
hope of a speedy identification of gen- 
eral education, the application for the 
deputies for an audiencé has caused 
passionate argument in the lobbies of 
the lower house for two days. 

The applicants were constantly 
rounded by watchful fellow peasants de- 
nouncing the “reactionary plot to mis- 
represent the sentiment of the public” 
and urging that the deputation should 
be sent by a caucus of all peasant depu- 
ties. Meanwhile the populay leaders of 
the group of toil party have been quiet- 
ly endeavoring to persuade some of the 
peasant deputies to present the emperor 
with a memorandum expressing the 
unanimous wish of the peasantry for 
the distribution of the lands. 

Father Iladorf, an orthodox monk and 
the most violent member of the reac- 
tionists, urged the deputies to petition 
the enweror to dissolve parliament. The 
deputies may not present an address to 
the emperor, but have a talk with him. 
The remaining deputies of the right 
party and moderate party hope to be re- 
ceived after the Russian Easter holl- 
days. The fashion of applying for au- 
dience of the emperor was set by the 
council of the empire, whose members 
havey been received in groups of ten. 
The/group received by the emperor to- 
day included Professor Maxim Kiovalev- 
sky, of Karkoff, leader of the demo- 
cratic reform party. 

The monster agrarian committee, a 
miniature parliament of ninety-nine 
members, has begun work. M. Kuttler, 
constitutional democrat, who formerly 
was minister of agriculture, was elected 
president, but his election was obsti- 
nately contested and it taxed the skill 
of the constitutional democrats, who 
scarcely have one-fifth of the member- 
ship, to win a victory for their candi- 
dates.

ENDED HIS LIFE 
WHILE ON OCEAN 


Suicide of David Willcox, a 
Prominent Railroad Man, 


SHOT HIMSELF ON THE SHIP 


He Had Been in Bad Health for Some 
Time and This Is Attributed Te 
Have Been the Cause of 
His Taking His Life. 

Died in Stateroom. 


New York, April 26.—David Willcox, 
vice president of the Delaware and 
Hudson Railway Company, committed 
suicide at sea last week, while a pas- 
senger on the North German-Lloyd 
steamer Barbarossa, accorcing to a re- 
port made to Health Officer Doty, by 
Captain Langrenter at midnight to- 
night, 

The Barbarossa is at quarantine, 
where the steamer arrived this after- 
noon from Genoa and Naples. Upon 
the arrival of the liner, it was reported 
that Mr. Willcox had died of heart 
failure. As he had been known to be 
in ill-health and had gone abroad 
recently in the hope of recuperating, 
this version was no great surprise to 
his friends, 

Subsequent however, 
developed 


investigation, 
according to the captain, 
evidence that Mr. Willcox haa shot 
himself. In reporting to Mr. Doty, the 
captain said that he had only a few 
moments before been made aware of 
the real cause of death. Mr. Doty said 
that he would make an investigation 
tomorrow, when the vessel comes up to 
her’ dock. 

Mr. Willcox, because he had not S8e- 
cured the benefit physically that he 
sought, cabled his resignation of the 
presidency of the railroad. This was 
accepted by the directors, who chose 
his successor in Leonor F, Loree, for- 
mer president of the Baltimore and

Mr. Willcox was born in Flatbush, 
L. L, in 1849. . He graduated from’ Yale 
in 1872 and was admitted to the bar 
in 1874. He was made vice president 
of the Delaware and Hudson in 1t902. 
He was president and general manager 
of that road and of several of its 
subsidiary companies from 1903 until, 
his-retirement. He was president and 
director of the United Traction Com- 
pany, of Albany; director and member 
of the executive committee of the 
Southern Pacific: R@®lroad Company; 
director .of the Union Pacific railway. 
He was a member of many clubs in 
this city. Mr. Willcox never married.

were public institutions and could be 
controlled by legislation. 

“At that time investors, especially in 
the east, were in much greater alarm 
than today. I remember quite well 
hearing people talk then who had in- 
vested in the stocks and bonds of rail- 
ways in Illinois, Wisconsin and other 
western states, saying that the invest- 
ment was lost; that they were being 
ruined by legislation. 

“And yet, after the people secured the 
power they sobered up and the persecu- 
tion ceased. The corporations made 
money and there was nothing of the 
ruin that was threatening.” 

Secret Rebates. 

Mr. Ingalls then discussed the question 
of secret contracts, or the sale of trans- 
portation to wholesale bidders, a prac- 
tice which was not then considered 
wrong, and continued up to the time of 
the passage of the interstate commerce 
law in 1886. Following this the system 
of rebates was inaugurated and grew 
into proportions whiah promised ruin to 
many lines. The result was a meeting 
in New York by bi 
out of which grew the ‘Joint Traffic 
Association agréeement.’’ Special effort 
was made to prepare this agreement in 
compliance with the interstate com- 
merce law. It went into effect and in 
the following months rates were better 
maintained than they had been for years 
before. Then the joint traffic agree- 
ment ran afoul of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, and it was decided by the 
United States supreme court that rail- 
roads had no power to saake an agree- 
ment for the maintenance Cf rates. 

Then came a revival of secret rebates 
and contracts in the effort at. self- 
preservation, Mr. Ingalls continued: 

A Gigantic Combination. 

“In the meantime, owing to the tax- 
ation of railway securities in the differ- 
ent states, the securities of the rail- 
ways had drifted to Wall street and 
were controlled by cliques, who used 
them perhaps not for investment so 
much as for counters in the great game 
of speculation that they were playing. 
In 1899 some six or seven of these 
men, in the hope of saving the rail- 
ways and the business of this country, 
conceived the idea, which was dubbed 
‘the community of interests,’ that they 
would buy the controlling interest in 
practically all the railways of the 
United States, and thereby produce a

joint ownership, and through it a 
maintenance of rates.” 

The climax to this effort came in 
the celebrated decision in the Northern 
Securities cage. , 

“The decision of the 
against this combination, 
of accepting the situation, 
to have been done, and asking for 
legislation to enable them to go on 
and manage their properties legally, 
they continued to temporize with vari- 
ous deals and subterfuges to avoid the 
effect of it.’’ 

Persistently, Mr. Ingalls said he tried 
to induce the railroads ‘‘to give up 
their opposition and join in with the 
people and obtain legislation giving 
certain powers to the interstate com- 
merce commission, and also giving 
certain: rights to the railways. The 
railways persisted in their old fight, 
and were beaten. Drastic legislation in 
favor of the people was passed—noth- 
ing in favor of the railways.” 

Then the action of railroad managers 
in withdrawing rebates and stopping 
free passes contributed, Mr. Ingalls 
declared, to increase the opposition to 
the railways. This was also helped 
along by the life insurance disclosures 
in New York, which tended to bring 
odium (on corporations in general. 
Speaking of secret rebates in general, 
Mr. Ingalls said: 

“Of course, some rebates and secret 
contracts were for the purpose of 
enabling one shipper to crush out a 
competitor, and this was wrong, and 
cannot be too strongly condemned. Of 
course, there have be@n cases where 
rebates have been gfven and secret con- 
tracts made im which ie =6railway 
official has-been interested. There are 
always dishonest men in every profes- 
sion, but the great mass of rebates 
and contracts in the past have been 
made by railway officials in absolute 
gogqd faith, and, as they believed, for 
the interests of the property they 
represented.”’ 

The End of the, Fight. 

He said he had no excuse to offer 
for unfair contracts or for rebates. 
Continuing, he said: 

“It has been a long fight—it has 
been a long time in which public opin- 
ion has been getting educated, but as 
I have stated, the end has come. There

It has remained for a few of the great men of the railroad world to come 
fearlessly forward and to point’ out, careless of captious criticism, to their 
associates and coworkers, those things wherein they are wrong and the 
road they must take if they are to expect public cooperation and encourage- 
In other words, they must obey that law which they always expect, 
and never hesitate to invoke, for the preservation of ‘their own rights. 

Mr. Ingalls shows from past records that this is not fie first time public 
clamor has been raised against corporate disregard of public rights.

Editor Constitution: The recent 
Thaw case and the numerous cases in

The “unwritten law” plea has many 
times proven successful and the result 
is that the this plea has become the 
reliance of all murderers, and thus 
instead of the law of the land acting 
as a preventive of crime it has proven 
en incentive to crime. 

In this respect we are even further 
behind than the countries of ancient 
times where if “two lads loved a lady,” 
a combat was held and thus by Divine 
power, the victor was chosen, as in 
the fabled case of Palamon and Ar- 
cite, but in this civillzed age, a man 
will kill a man unarmed, and then by 
the “Divine right’ of the unwritten 
law be set free. 

And so goes on this so-called justice, 
and the rich man escapes the penalty 
for breaking the commandment: ‘Thou 
shalt not kill;’’ on the other hand. 
the poor man pays the penalty and 
thus even the judiciary of the country 
is degraded. 

Now for the second plea, the plea of 
insanity. In such cases where the un- 
written law proves unavailable, the 
alienists are brought in, and the mur- 
derer is sworn to have been tempora- 
rily insane. 

Assuming that the murderer was in- 
sane, does that excuse his crime? In 
that case, every criminal would put 
up the same argument, Weakness of 
control does not excuse the criminal.

PEATURE OF DAY

the lad ready to receive his diploma 
from the Boys’ High school, marched 
in platoons with that same firm tread 
and fearless step their fathers had 
used as they advanced upon each other 
on many a bloody battle field during 
the dark and trying days of the civil 
war-—-for in that parade were the sons 
of the men who wore the blue during 
those hard years as well as the sons 
of those who wore the gray. In the 
same line were a mere handful of 
the men who bore the brunt of the 
fighting, here and there an empty 
sleeve, a wooden peg testifying to the 
bravery with which they opposed the 
invasion of the land which gave them 
birth, while gathered upon the side- 
walks were groups of that other army, 
with a royal greeting for their old- 
time foes. Afoot and on horse the old 
veterans came. At every point hand- 
clapping and cheering and handker- 
chief waving marked their passage. in 
which men wearing the G. A. R. but- 
ton of distinction and their wives took 
an enthusiastic and sincere part. 
Veterans Old and Lame. 

But the feature of all features were 
the six large express wagons belong- 
ing to the Southern Express Company, 
in which were seated the inmates of 
the Confederate Veterans’ home and 
other veterans too weak to get into the 
line of march. On the brink of the 
grave are many of these, their bent 
shoulders and tottering limbs rapidly 
nearing the end. But for the day these 
signs ui. weakness had disappeared and 
in their place were apparent the erect 
head, the flashing eye and the happy 
smile they had worn as they faced 
death on so many battle flelds. Two 
abreast, these wagons moved, and no 
greater tribute of love was ever shown 
a cosgfuering army than that given 
these old men who had taken on new 


life for the day. 
In the hands of each of the veterans 


afoot, on horseback or in the wagons 
was a large bunch of flowers, destined 
for the grave of some companion who 
had laid down his life on the battle 
fieid. 

But from that scene it was a quick 
step to another almost equally as in- 
teresting. It was a scene productive 
of almost as much applause as that 
given the old soldier. It was a scene 
having for its culmination the high 
school boys and the pupils from the 
twenty grammar schools of the city. 
It was with an ease, a grace and a pre- 
cision these lads and tots moved. With 
a proficiency sometimes not shown by 
older soldiers, these boys walked in 
platoons, reaching from curb to curb, 
each carrying a short walking stick 
from the end of which floated red and 
white and blue ribbons. The different 
schools were easily distinguished by 
some mark of distinction worn. Some 
were in knickers and jackets with dark 
caps, while others had substituted a 
white waist for the jacket. Some 
schools presented a white cap, while 
others had a Iike color but a different 
pattern. Some were distinguished by 
the colors of the necktles. 

Moved With Precision, 

But from Professor Slaton, who was 
in command of the High school, and 
from Dr. Toepel, who had the gram- 
mar school boys in hand, back to the 
rear ranks there was a marked simi- 
larity in the marching, in the bearing 
and in the deportment of the boys. 
There was nothing of levity. Every 
one in the line appeared impressed 
with his duties, and appeared cogni- 
zant of that fact that he was under 
the scrutinizing observation of the 
people of Atlanta. 

The military bearing of the boys was 
due to the training of Professor Toe- 
pel. 

And from the junction of the two 
Peachtrees to the cemetery the side- 
walks were lined with men, women and 
children who delighted to do honor to 
every section of the parade. 

The line of march was set in motion 
at 2 o'clock and it required fifty-five 
minutes for it to pass any one point of 
observation after it had gotten its 
stride. The various divisions had ren- 
dezvoused at the points designated by 
Chief Marshal Burke in ample time, and 
when the head of the line came by 
each was ready to fall in at the place 
A squad of mounted police 
in advance of the platoon of police im- 
mediately in front of the head of the 
procession cleared the streets as the 
line approached from the Peachtrees 
to Oakland, and the pathway was al- 
Ways clear. 

Immediately behind 
police came the chief marshal 
staff, some fifteen strong. Then ap- 
peared the commanding officer, Colo- 
nel Clifford Anderson, and hits staff. fol- 
lowed by the Fifth regiment, which

The second section was under the 
leadership of Commander Vittur, and 
was composed of the uniform rank of 
Knights of Pythias and other secret 
orders, and was followed by an ambu- 
lance and a medical staff. The section 
was in fine form. 

"Then came the boys of the high 
school, Professor Slaton commanding, 
his staff consisting of the scholars who 
had been elected by their associates. 
The Boys’ High school banner at- 
tracted a great deal of attention and 
lent a mflitary appearance to the 
young Atlantans. On the left atm of 
each boy was a broad band showing 
the monogram so familiar on the 
streets of the city. Each boy was car- 
rying a cane, from which ribbons in- 
dicative of the national colors floated. 
A band preceded the third section. 
The young men marched in platoons 
covering the street and were regular 
in their movements. Then came the 
grammar school lads, under the hand- 
ling of Dr. Toepel. The young ‘teen- 
ers were well drilled and showed a 
great pride in their work. 

The fourth division, composed of the 
Governor's Horse Guard and the Gov- 
ernor’s Light Artillery, was under com- 
mand of Captain Dozier, and as it 
passed, war times looked sure enough. 

Chief Cummings in his red wagon was 
in front of the fifth division, and was 
followed by the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment drum and bugle corps, the march- 
ing music-makers being attired in dark 
trousers, red flannel shirts and the 
fireman's helmet. Behind the drum 
corps marched the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment, forty strong.

San Francisco, April 26.—A srensa-, 
tional story was sprung in labor cir- 
cles last night of an alleged conspir- 
acy and plot to kidnap and murder 
‘|'P. H. McCarthy, president of the 
Building Trades’ Council and one of 
the most prominent labor leaders in 
this city. The alleged plot its laid 
bare in the remarkable affidavit and 
confession made by Hi. Shockley. 
Shockley implicated John Young, Jack 
Morris, Gus Burt, Gus Smith and J. 
Van Frank. McCarthy disclosed the 
alleged scheme at a meeting of the 
building tradess’ council and gave to

Louisville, Ky., April 26.—An inquiry 
into the alleged holding of coal mine 
property by the Illinois Central railroad 
in western Kentucky and the alleged dis- 
crimination of this road against mine 
owners and operators who are workiag 
independently in this territory began be- 
fore Judge C. Clements, of the interstate 
commerce commission today in the fed- 
eral building.

The motive for the alleged plot, Mc- 
Carthy finds in the enmity that the 
members of the Electrical Workers’ 
Union No. 46 have for him because of 
the part that he took as president of 
the building trades’ council in the ex- 
pulsion of the union from the coun- 
cil. The untfon had called a strike of 
its members on the Fairmount hotel 
some weeks ago without the authority 
of the building trudes’ council. Mc- 
Carthy ordered the union back to work 
under threat of expulsion. Refusing 
to return to work, the union was ex- 
pelled. In place of the expelled union 
a new untfon of electrical workers was 
organized by the building trades’ coun- 
cil. Vice President Sullivan, of the 
expelled union, in an interview last 
night, declared that when traced back 
to its source it would be found that 
the alleged plot had been hatched by 
McCarthy himself.

The habitual operators in stocks 
were go disgusteq with the apathetic 
reception of this expected reviving influ- 
ence that they abandoned operations, A 
favorite racing event also helped to de- 
plete the late attendance, but the presi- 
dent's speech came in for much discus- 
610n, nevertheless. His citation of Burke, 
“If I cannot reform with equity I will 
not reform at all,” as the exact spirit in 
which this country should move to the 
reform of abuses of corporation wealth 
and his stress on the point of permit- 
t'ng such ample legitimate profits as 
will encourage individual. intiative were 
dwelt on as offering assurance of im- 
munity for vested wealth from such 
dangers as have been ostentatiously pa- 
raded by capitalists. But the market 
Wag not stirred from its lethargy by this 
consideration.
